12 Seek Con-Con Seats 


The scramble for Third Senatorial Dis- 


trict Constitutional Convention seats began 
to resemble the Republican battle for the 
13th Congressional District nomination 
yesterday morning when 12 local candi- 
dates filed nominating petitions for Con- 
Con. 


Yesterday was the first day for filing 


nominating petitions for Con-Con in the 
secretary of state's office and more than 
300 persons filed. 


The filing office will accept petitions, 


which must be signed by 1,000 persons, 
from 8 a.m. to S p.m. through Friday. 


The 12 filings Monday almost doubled 


the number that had been expected. Only 
six of the 12 had publicly announced their 
candidacies, although several others had 
been reported circulating petitions. 


FIRST PETITIONS to be recorded by 


the secretary of state belonged to Eugene 
L. Griffin, of 603 Thorntree Terrace, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Griffin, who had not previously an- 


nounced, will have the top spot on the bal- 
lot. 


Following him will be Thomas J. John- 


son Jr., of 98 Hawthorne Road, Barring- 
ton; Virginia B. Macdonald, of SIS S. Bel- 
mont, Arlington Heights; William R. Eng- 
elhard t, of 416 N. Inverway, Inverness; 
Lester A. Bonaguro, of 327 S. Forrest, Ar- 
lington Heights; Donald F. Colby, of 38 
Glenbrook Drive, Prospect Heights; John 
G. Woods, of 214 S. Belmont, Arlington 
Heights; Wilfred Bobbins, of 1808 W. 
Pheasant Trail, Mount Prospect; Robert 
A. Bush, of 726 Dempster, Mount Pros- 
pect; Annis F. Bush, of 107 E. Council 
Trail, Mount Prospect; Mary J. Carlson, 
of 207 E. School Lane, Prospect Heights; 
and Douglas Roy Cannon, of 8 N. Louis, 
Mount Prospect. 


Two of the candidates are former may- 


ors. Woods served as mayor of Arlington 
Heights until last April and Engelhardt 
was mayor of Inverness until April. 


There is also a father-son combination: 


Robert and Annis Bush, law partners in 
Mount Prospect. Annis, the father, is 60 
and his son is 26. 


Mrs. Macdonald, former Cook County 


GOP committeewoman, only recently 
withdrew her name from consideration as 
a 13th Congressional District candidate. 


THERE STILL are several other pos- 


sible candidates who either have an- 
nounced their candidacy or are known to 
be circulating nominating petitions. 


One is Mrs. George Schroeder of Arling- 


ton Heights and another is Samuel LaSusa 
of Palatine Township. 


The primary election is scheduled for 


Sept. 24. Four candidates will emerge 
from that and the Nov. 18 election will 
chose the Third Senatorial District's two 
candidates. Two candidates from each 
senatorial district will be seated when the 
convention opens Dec. 8. 


Among others In the state who filed peti- 


tions yesterday was Sen. W. Russell Ar- 
rington, R-Evanston, who introduced a 
resolution in the senate in 1967 that called 
for the convention. Arlington was the first 
to file in the First Senatorial District, just 
east of the Third District. 


Legislators are eligible to run, but one of 


the questions the court must decide is 
whether they can accept pay for both jobs, 
legislator and delegate. 


The candidates will also run without 


party label. The legislature killed a bill for 
partisan election of delegates. 


In addition to Arlington, legislators who 


filed were: 


—Reps. Gerald Shea, D-Riverside; Rep. 


Paul F. Elward, D-Chicago, former whip 
and Chicago spokesman, and Rep. Victor 
Arrigo, D-Chicago.

Others included Richard M. Daley of 


Chicago, son of Chicago Mayor Richard J.

In a narrow 3-2 decision the Arlington 


Heights Village Board last night passed a 
motion to rezone the property at 1106 N. 
Arlington Heights Road for an office build- 
ing and the property next to the Oakton 
Executive House as a parking lot. 


Since the full board wasn't in attendance 


the motion is only a directive to Village 
Atty. Jack Siegel to prepare the proper 
ordinance. The matter will come before 
the board again at its next meeting. 


One restriction to the motion was that 


both properties and the existing 
office 


building be considered a planned devel- 
opment. Another restriction was that there 
be no access to the parking lot from Oak- 
ton Street. 


Norman Olsen, attorney for interested 


area residents, said that the requested P-l 
zoning for the parking lot will weaken zon- 
ing of the area and increase the traffic 
problem. 


Olsen added, "A parking lot is a sub- 


standard neighbor and is created in a 
commercial area to make it more desir- 
able. This is not a commercial area." 


Attorney William Moore, representing 


the petitioner, argued that the proposed 
building and parking lot are compatible 
with the area and are not detrimental. 


In other action the board unanimously 


agreed to submit the question of weather 
radar usage to the village board as a com- 
mittee of the whole. George Burlingame, 
chief proponent of radar use, made the 
move to drop consideration by the 3-man 
public safety committee of which two 
members, Charles Bennett and William 
Griffin have had doubts about the use of 
radar. 


B u r l i n g a m e , prior to his motion, 


charged that reports on radar by Griffin 
and Bennett were "based on hearsay of an 
insulting and derogatory nature." 


Before Burlingame began his remarks 


attacking the position of Griffin and Ben- 
nett, village Pres. Jack Walsh appeared 
somewhat irritated and cautioned Bur- 
lingame to avoid airing the board's "inter- 
nal arguments." 


Finally, the board unanimously rejected 


a petition from the Arlington Heights Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Association for a 
zoning variation to permit a parking lot at 
121 S. Evergreen just south of the central 
business district. Attorney William Moore 
then withdrew a request for a similar vari- 
ation at 122 S. Arlington Heights Road.

School Plans 'More Liveable' 


Plans for a "more liveable" high school 


for the Rolling Meadows area were shown 
again last night to the high school Dist. 214 
school board. 


Saying "I was asked to be succinct," ar- 


chitect Alden Orput ticked off close to a 
dozen changes in the Rolling Meadows 
high school plans made in the last two 
weeks. 


Many of the changes had been suggested 


by a group of 36 students who reviewed 
the plans on two occasions, but Orput also 
pointed out plan improvements intended to 
satisfy earlier criticisms from school 
board members. 


The architect said the Rolling Meadows 


school will have a broader main foyer fac- 
ing onto Central Road, with access to the 
gymnasium making it possible for sports 
crowds to be directed into that area quick- 
ly.

BOARD MEMBERS HAD worried that 


the early plans for the new school brought 
visitors directly into the cluttered student 
commons area. The revised plans avoid 
that. 


Students asked that the building have a 


courtyard area like one at Forest View 
High School. 


Orput said the Rolling Meadows school 


cannot have a closed courtyard. Instead 
the new plans call for the new school to 
have two courtyards, one adjacent to the 
main entrance of the building and another 
further to the east and adjoining the li- 
brary and central office area. Orput sug- 
gested the eastern courtyard could be used 
for reading groups as well as student 
lounging in good weather. 


Homeowners to the east of the 40-acre 


high school site will have the high school 
building between them and the lighted 


football field and tennis court areas. 


The students asked for more open dining 


area and criticized an earlier plan in 
which one of two student eating areas 
would be enclosed. The plans shown the 
board last night had both cafeteria eating 
areas open to the main school corridor. 


ORPUT, CHUCKLING, said the students 


pointed out that having two cafeteria 
areas would give them one place to dance 
and another to talk. "They said they 
couldn't talk over the music of the dancing 
so they had to go somewhere else," he 
said. 


The high school plans now call for only 


two access roads, both of them feeding 
onto Central Road. The school board asked 
Orput to cost out adding a third road at 
the rear of the property feeding either to 
the east or to the west across Salt Creek.

Heights, laboring under the shadow of the 
tough Illinois open meeting law pvssed two 
years ago, are enjoying good working rela- 
tions with the press — as far as the press 
is concerned. 


Herald reporters who cover the five ma- 


jor governmental bodies in the village re- 
port that few illegally dosed meetings ex- 
ist They term their relationship with the 
groups from "excellent" to "improving." 


The survey of relationships followed dis- 


closure two weeks ago that two groups — 
the zoning board of appeals and the park 
board — held meetings closed to the pub- 
hc, in violation of the open meeting law. 


However, the five bodies — village gov- 


ernment, Elementary School Dist. 25, High 
School Dist. 214, the park board and the 
library board — are aware of the 1967 
open meeting law and, in most cases, fol- 
low it to the letter 


THAT LAW requires that almost all 


meetings called by public bodies must be 
open to the press and public, as well as

Walsh's predecessor, John 
Woods, adopted the same position, and 
there is no indication that they have vio- 
lated the law on any occasion. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD, for example, 


will go into closed session, but only to dis- 
cuss matters that can be legally discussed 
behind closed doors. 


Likewise, the plan commission, board of 


local improvements, and the zoning board 
of appeals — despite the recent incident — 


have complied with the law. 


'Hie press and the pubhc are advised by 


agendas, circulated from the office of Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson. Regular meetings 
of the various village groups are posted in 
the lobby of the Municipal Building, 33 S. 
Arlington Heights Road 


The two school districts serving most of 


the village — Districts 25 and 214 — also 
gamed excellent ratings from Herald re- 
porters. 


James Hail, Dist. 25's director of publi- 


cations conducts briefing sessions for the 
press once a week to inform them of de-

programs next year were announced at

The establishment of a financial pro- 


gram leading to a reduction in the use of 
tax anticipation warrants was also dis- 
cussed Donald Thomas, former superin- 
tendent, said an increase in the financial 
resources of the district is imperative. 


"Without adequate financial support, the 


educational program of the district will 
suffer greatly. This objective is one of the 
most important It must be dealt with hon- 


estly and quickly," Thomas said. 


Other objectives included the devel- 


opment of a reading program for retarded 
children and the development of contin- 
uing educational experiences program for 
board members, administrators and teach- 
ers. 


According to Bob Brower, board mem- 


ber, the in-service educational needs of the 
schools will be met with enthusiasm this 
year. Pre-school workshops and grade-lev- 
el meetings across the district are being 
planned, Brower said. 


Development of a comprehensive com- 


munication system with staff members 
and citizens and cooperative educational 
programs with the business and industrial 
community were also objectives. 


The expansion of community education 


services and the establishment of a pilot 


12 in Dist. Race 


program at Mark Hopkins School were 
among the other objectives discussed. In 
relation to these a summary report on 
community educational programs will be 
given at the Aug. 4 meeting of the board 
by Leah Cummins, community education 
coordinator. 


In other action, the board passed a reso- 


lution providing for a ten per cent levy to 
cover costs and losses in collection of 
taxes. 


The resolution came as a result of a 11.8 


per cent shortage between the amount of 
revenue the district should have received 
and the amount actually collected. 


According to Frank Hines, Dist. 59 Atty, 


ten per cent is the maximum the county 
clerk's office will levy in addition to the 
bond levy to make up the difference be- 
tween the assessed tax rate and the actual 
amount paid by residents of the district.

Pollute 
Suit To 
Court

The Buffalo Grove Utility Co. has been 


charged with polluting Buffalo Creek in a 
suit filed by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MSD) of Greater Chicago. The case 
will be brought to court this Friday. 


The MSD filed a motion for a temporary 


injunction Friday, to prevent the company 
from discharging chemicals and solids into 
the creek. 


The suit, filed by Julius Grubman of the 


MSD, accuses the company of discharging 
"settleable solids and other noxious sub- 
stances" into the creek, beginning in May, 
1968. 


The suit asks that the utility company be 


fined $100 a day beginning March 31, 1969, 
if the activities do not cease within 20 days 
after the company receives a copy of the 
suit. The suit also asks that the utility be 
"permanently prohibited" from polluting 
the creek. 


GRUBMAN SAID THE utility company 


has repeatedly discharged solid and chem- 
ical material into the creek beyond the 
limits set by the MSD. 


"They were under order not to continue 


this activity beyond March 31, as these 
discharges have detrimental effects on the 
animal life in the creek and are harmful 
to people using it," Grubman explained. 


He said many Buffalo Grove residents 


had complained to the MSD concerning 
unpleasant odors along the creek. 


Kenneth Rodeck, supervisor of the Buf- 


falo Grove Utility Co., said the company 
has received no official notification of the 
MSD suit. 


"I don't know the particulars of the suit, 


so of course I can't comment on it," Ro- 
deck stated. 


RICHARD RAYSA, Buffalo Grove vil- 


lage attorney, said the village will not be 
liable for the suit when it buys the utility 
company.

Pollute 
Suit To 
Court

The Buffalo Grove Utility Co. has been 


charged with polluting Buffalo Creek in a 
suit filed by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict (MSD) of Greater Chicago. The case 
will be brought to court this Friday. 


The MSD filed a motion for a temporary 


injunction Friday, to prevent the company 
from discharging chemicals and solids into 
the creek. 


The suit, filed by Julius Grubman of the 


MSD, accuses the company of discharging 
"settleable solids and other noxious sub- 
stances" into the creek, beginning in May, 
1968. 


The suit asks that the utility company be 


fined $100 a day beginning March 31, 1969, 
if the activities do not cease within 20 days 
after the company receives a copy of the 
suit. The suit also asks that the utility be 
"permanently prohibited" from polluting 
the creek. 


GRUBMAN SAID THE utility company 


has repeatedly discharged solid and chem- 
ical material into the creek beyond the 
limits set by the MSD. 


"They were under order not to continue 


this activity beyond March 31, as these 
discharges have detrimental effects on the 
animal life in the creek and are harmful 
to people using it," Grubman explained. 


He said many Buffalo Grove residents 


had complained to the MSD concerning 
unpleasant odors along the creek. 


Kenneth Rodeck, supervisor of the Buf- 


falo Grove Utility Co., said the company 
has received no official notification of the 
MSD suit. 


"I don't know the particulars of the suit, 


so of course I can't comment on it," Ro- 
deck stated. 


RICHARD RAYSA, Buffalo Grove vil- 


lage attorney, said the village will not be 
liable for the suit when it buys the utility 
company. 


Last August, the village board of 


trustees agreed to purchase the privately 
owned company for $1,350,000. However, 
the village has been unable to sell its mu- 
nicipal bonds to raise the needed revenue 
for the purchase.

Always in great demand, the musicians

Every season is a busy one for the Navy 


bandsmen, who are all graduates of the 
Naval School of Music, formerly in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and more recently located in 
Norfolk, Va. 


Every winter the group, many of whom

And Hank Bauer and Karl Weaver? And 


in thr past . . . managers like Jimmy 
Dyke*. John McOraw. Joe McCarthy. Bob- 
by Bragan. Eddie Stanky and the lite 
Freddie Mutchlnson? "They really know 
how to get on thr umpire, don't they?" 


Shall we go to the beaches? Yes. how 


about guys like Rocky Bridges, Ron Hunt, 
Jimmy Piersall. Jim Bunning, Johnny Lo- 
gan. Wes Westrum. Willie Jones and Dick 
Stuart0 Expert ump baiters, you say? 


Space doesn't allow for the hundreds of 


thousands of fans who yell odds and ends 
at the limp from the safety of the stands. 


But ha< anyone ever placed pity on the 


poor ump besides Mrs. Barlick, Mrs. Con- 
Ion. Mrs Donatelh and the like? Prac- 
tically no one 


Riding the umpire is not the exclusive 


property of the major leagues. Go right on 
dciwn the line from the majors to the Little 
League and at every game the ump is get- 
ting an earful. Or a cuff-full of dirt. Or 
maybe even a punch in the kisser. 


But havp you ever realized what an um- 


pire goes through out there on the field? 
Have you ever wondered all the re- 
sponsibilities an umpire has? Have you 
ever placed yourself in the umpire's 
shoes0 I have — literally. 


Last Wednesday before Palatine and Ar- 


lington Height* met In an American Le- 
gion baseball game, the coaches (Bob 
Grybmh and l.loyit Mryer) were faced 
with a dilemma. They had their players 
all rrad> to go but the umpires, due to a 
mix-up In scheduling and sites, were not to 
be found. 


Grybash and Meyer then went recruiting 


for umpires from those on hand in the 
stands Well, yours truly got the vote for 
the job as plate umpire. (Three major 
league scouts volunteered (?) for the base- 
paths jobs). 


I sort of volunteered for the job because, 


heck. 1 umped Little League and Pony 
League games a couple of years back. I 
found out i very quickly, mind you) that it 
is a little more difficult limping a Legion 
game than Little League games. And I am 
Mire that at each higher level the prob- 
lems are compounded. 


There was a nice little crowd watching 


the game Wednesday and my two-inning 
stint behind the plate. I figured I wasn't 
doing too bad until I looked around and 
saw a rope and noose hanging from the 
backstop 


Anyway, if you have never wondered 


what being behind the plate really is, let 
me u.se just one. (1). single, solo pitch as 
an example. 


ok.iy, there is the pitcher on the mound 


and he's been firing fastballs right down 
the pipe and you're hoping that the catch- 
er will, please, not let the ball get by him. 
You have to know the balls and strikes 
and how many outs You have to know 
what the ground rules are. You have to 
check and see if the batter is not batting 
out of turn. You have to see if a dog is not 
running around in center field. You say 
that last foul tip hit you in the shoulder? 
Korget it. Here come\ another pitch. 


As the pitcher winds up you have to 


check if his foot Is on the rubber. He be- 
gins his wlndup — did he pause? Did he 
balk? Here comes the pitch. The ball is 
coming at m miles per hour. As the ball Is 
streaking toward the plate you must re- 
locatr where the plate actually Is. Sudden- 
ly, wr.al is the batter's strike lone? Is It • 


fastball? Will It break? Which way will it 
break? Did It dip too soon? Or did It cut 
right across the knees? Is the batter 
swinging? Did he go all the way around? 
Good golly, the catcher is partly blocking 
your view of the plate! Plunk. The ball is 
In the catcher's mit. 


Now you have to make a decision — was 


it a ball or a strike? You have time to 
make a decision — less than half a second. 


Okay, now, you've made your call. 


There's a coach at third base yelling, 
"That was too low " There's people in the 
stands yelling, "Oh, come on, ump, that 
wasn't even close." There's a pitcher glar- 
ing down from the mound at you. Or the 
batter is giving you the evil eye. And what 
is that catcher saying under his breath? 


It's a little early in the Ninth District 


baseball season to be tabbing one team a 
spoiler.

Now, ump, make the 
call. Wait a minute now! The other runner 
is going to third. You got to run. Run as 
fast as you can with a chest protector, 
shin guards and four baseballs in your 
pocket weighing you down. You'd better 
hustle. The throw is coming into third. An- 
other swirl of dust. Did the third baseman 
miss him? Did he make the tag? Did the 
runner reach the base? Was there any ob- 
struction? Are you sure that the runner 
touched second on his way to third? There 
it is, ump, you have less than a half sec- 
ond to make the call. 


Okay you make the call how you saw it. 


Now bedlam breaks loose. The third base 
coach Is making a plea. The manager is 
running out of the dugout and really get- 
ting on you. The fans are like a throbbing 
mob In the stands. But what do you do? 
What can you do? You try to Ignore it. But 
it's hard. Some one is calling you a blind 
so-and-so and others are not quite being so 
friendly. But you shake it off. The call you 
made was how you saw the play. And 
that's that. 


Until the next pitch 
How about your job out there, Mister. Is 


your boss looking over your shoulder on 
every move you make judging your judg- 
ments. Is he blasting you every time he 
does not agree with your decision? 


Yes, I say pity the poor umpire. He has 


to be 50 per cent wrong on every call. If 
the guy is out one bench is pleased and 
one is not. If the guy is safe, one bench is 
pleased and one is not. 


If the umpire does not hustle to get in 


position for his calls, then he deserves 
what he gets. If the umpire is inconsistent 
when calling balls and strikes, then per- 
haps he should be told he's being inconsist- 
ent. 


But, gee whiz, folks, an umpire's job is a 


tough one. Give him a break. Don't try 
and show him up with show-boat shmani- 
gans. Put yourself in his shoes just once.

Bill Deserves A Veto 


One of the more irresponsible ac- 


tions ot the just-concluded session of 
the Illinois General Assembly was 
the vote to repeal the state's gun 
owner registration law everywhere 
but in Cook County

counts 


Fir«-t is the method in which it was 


passed The original bill, filed by 
R e p 
G a l e W i l l i a m s , 


R-Murphysboro. called for a repeal 


of the law throughout the state. That 
bill \vas rejected, not once, but 
t\vice. by the House. 
Undaunted, 


Williams tried a third time — with 
the Cook County exception — and 


finally .succeeded. 


The bill is irresponsible because of 


that 
Cook County exception, as 


sheer an example of petty sectional- 
ism as could be devised. By that, do 
the legislators say the registration 
law would work in Cook County but 
nowhere else9 Or are they simply 
taking a smug swipe at Cook County 
as that evil place where guns and 
blood flow in a torrent unthinkable 
in the more bucolic regions of Illi- 
nois" 


The bill is irresponsible because it 


dopsn t sue the registration law a 
fair test The law has been on the 
book* iiist two years now, most of 
that tune devoted to getting the gun 
owneis registered 
It is clearly

much too early to tell if the law will 
have an appreciable effect on the 
traffic in guns or in gun incidents, 
whether premeditated or the work 
of people too irresponsible or un- 
stable to have firearms. 


Legislators ignored not only Chi- 


cago public safety officials in pass- 
ing the repeal bill. They — by their 
action — disregarded the testimony 
of lawmen throughout the state, in- 
cluding East St. Louis, currently in 
the throes of a full-scale battle 
against violent crime. These 
law- 


men appealed for retention of the 
law, as at least one means to help 
them in their efforts. 


Chicago officials even produced a 


report citing statistical evidence 
that the city's separate gun registra- 
tion law may be having a real ef- 
fect. Since it went on the books 14 
months ago, more than 384,000 guns 
were registered, and more than 
25,000 destroyed. There have been 
more than 1,000 arrests for posses- 
sion of unregistered guns, and in the 
first half of this year, shootings 
dropped more than 11 per cent. 


But even with statistical support 


like that, we wouldn't pretend that a 
law like Illinois' gun owner registra- 
tion law is any magic cure for 
crime. We endorse it for its more 
subtle, long-term effects, to restrict 
unquestioned access to guns and 


ammunition and to influence loose 
public attitudes toward their free 
flow. 


And we recognize that the law is 


not aimed just at murderers and fel- 
ons, but just as much toward mi- 
nors, the mentally retarded and 
those others in whose hands a gun 
would be a most unpredictable and 
dangerous thing. 


We reject the allegation that the 


law is a nuisance and menace to le- 
gitimate sportsmen, because it sim- 
ply is not. It's barely an inconven- 
ience to send away for the five-year 
owner's card, and to present it 
whenever buying guns and ammuni- 
tion. The sportsmen know that, and 
are only being used as a crying tow- 
el by the anti-gun law advocates. 


We are, finally, sick and tired of 


legislators on the state and national 
level buckling under to the gun lob- 
bies, repeatedly doing their bidding 
on matters of gun legislation, ig- 
noring both common sense and the 
will of the majority which would 
prefer some kind of gun controls. 


There is, happily, still a chance to 


undo what the General Assembly 
has tried to do with the Illinois gun 
law. It rests with Governor Richard 
Ogilvie and his power of veto. 


We think the governor has no 


choice. When this absurd bill faces 
him at his desk, he must say, 
"No."

It includes Ken- 
ilworth, the wealthiest community in Illi- 
nois and one of the wealthiest in the na- 
tion. It includes Winnetka, Wilmette, 
Evanston and Glencoe, snuggled nicely 
along the lake. 


It also includes Rolling Meadows, Hoff- 


man Estates, part of Hanover Park, 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine and the 
other communities closer to home. 


The district is split, not intentionally, 


into the North Shore townships and the 
western townships — or into the North 
Suburbs and the Northwest Suburbs 


The Northwest Suburbs have Harper 


College; the North Suburbs have North- 
western University. 


WE HAVE, as our most prominent land- 


mark, Arlington Park Race Track. The 
North Suburbs have, in addition to Lake 
Michigan, the Banal Temple. 


Our wealthiest community, Inverness, 


would be hard pressed to rank among the 
five wealthiest on the North Shore. 


This is the 13th Congressional District,

Now, there is a new and much bolder 


attraction for the curious in an off-Broad- 
way musical revue called "Oh! Calcutta!" 
at the Eden Theater. 


In this one, the five actresses and five 


actors spend much of the time in the total 
nude, playing sketches, dancing, singing. 
Various sexual acts are simulated, suppo- 
sedly in the interest of stirring laughter, 
and there is full exercise of the obscenity 
lexicon, as there is in "Hair" and other 
attractions of recent date. 


There is no doubt that "Oh! Calcu- 


tta!"—the title is word play on a French 
sexual expression—will be a box-office 
success even with the top price in this 
small theater at $15 a ticket. There seems 
to be enough persons interested in seeing 
something gamey who can dig up that 
kind of money. 


THE BIG disappointment in this show is 


that it isn't very good entertainment. Pre- 
sented by Hillard Elkins, a Broadway pro- 
ducer, as a $100,000 item, exceptional cost 
for an off-Broadway attraction, it is hand- 
somely staged, but it has no material of 
wit or consequence. 


The advance ballyhoo had been that this 


attempt at "elegant erotica" would have 
sketches by a long list of prestigious 
writers who would supply both substance 
and humor to this examination of sexual 
mores. It seemed a most refreshing idea 
to have such talents represented in a 
revue. 


But the material that has survived re- 


hearsal and preview sifting is fairly dread- 
ful for the most part. It seems kinder not 
to mention the names of the writers, espe- 
cially since the program doesn't identify 
them with the material. 


Elkins and Kenneth Rynan, former Brit- 


ish drama critic who conceived this ex- 
cursion into near pornography, would have 
been better off had they stolen some old 
sketches 
from 
burlesque and 
ancient 


Broadway revues and dirtied them up 
even more by replacing their suggestive- 
ness with the nude players and gutter 
words. 


FOR THE RECORD, the sketches touch 


on mate-swapping, masturbation, 
flag- 


ellation, a verbal description of the vari- 
eties of intercourse, an experiment in co- 
pulation in a scientific laboratory and Vic- 
torian erotica, among other things. 


The best part of the show is the cho- 


reography created by Margo Sappington, 
who also is one of the performers, and 
some of the songs—if you can ignore the 
lyrics—created by The Open Window. 


The players are little known but experi- 


enced and versatile, and there are good 
performances by Raina Barrett, Mark 
Dempsey, Katie Drew-Wilkinson, Boni En- 
ten, Bill Macy, Alan Rachins, Leon Rus- 
som, Nancy Tribush and George Welbes. 


Production values are excellent, thanks 


to imaginative directing by Jacques Levy, 
the scenery by James Tilton and the light- 
ing by David Segal. 


But really, there is only one reason for 


seeing this show— nudes.

IN ANNOUNCING the study, Edmund J. 


Gleazer said, "In the last five years en- 
rollments of two-year colleges have grown 
at the rate of over 15 per cent a year. New 
colleges are opening up at the rate of 
about 50 a year. Attracting able faculty 
and staff is a continuing challenge in view 
of this growth. 


'•It is essential that the two-year col- 


leges maintain their ability to meet com- 
petition for staff not only in terms of sala- 
ries, but also in terms of staff benefit 
plans," Gleazer said.

Oppose Post Corporation Bill 


Organized postal clerks are mustering 


active opposition against the adminis- 
tration's post office corporation bill in 
Congress, 
according 
to 
an 
Arlington 


Heights postal union official. 


Michael Plesa, president of Local 4545 of 


the United Federation of Postal Clerks, 
AFL-CIO, listed the union's major objec- 
tions to the pending legislation which 
would convert the postal service into a 
government corporation. Plesa said the 
act fails to do the following: 


—Give employes the right to strike even 


though they would no longer have civil 
service status. 


—Give unilateral access to binding arbi- 


tration. 


—Establish true wage comparability 


with private industry prior to the transfer 
of employes into the corporate structure. 


THE UNION, which represents the na- 


tion's 300.000 postal clerks, is mobilizing 
the opposition also because the ace would 


"definitely make employes public scape- 
goats by tying postal rates to every future 
salary increase," according to the local 
spokesman. 


"In other words, postal employes would 


be the only large group of federal workers 
whose wages and fringe benefits would de- 
pend on the corporation's ability to pay, 
either at the level of current rates, which 
is doubtful, or by forcing the public to pay 
increased fees for mail service," Plesa 
said. 


Plesa said the union's national lead- 


e r s h i p had 
reached 
its decision 


"reluctantly and only after fruitless con- 
sultation with top postal officials in Wash- 
ington and a thorough study of the legisla- 
tion itself." 


THE POSTMASTER General failed to 


give any consideration to postal clerks 
who received a meager 4.1 per cent pay 
increase effective in mid-July, Plesa said. 


The increase means the clerks are still 


more than $800 a year behind their count- 
erparts in the private sector as of June, 
1968, to say nothing of the astronomical 
rise in living costs during the 13 months 
since that time, he said. 


Plesa emphasized that the union recog- 


nizes the need for postal reform and is 
supporting the Postal Reform Act (H R 4) 
proposed by Rep. Thaddeus Dulski, D-NY, 


chairman of the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee. 


However, even this bill needs to be 


amended, according to Plesa. It should es- 
tablish statutory labor-management proce- 
dures and true collective bargaining for 
postal workers instead of the very limited, 
management-weighted 
bargaining pre- 


sently in effect through a Presidential ex- 
ecutive order, Plesa said.

Marks 
said, however, that he fears "the victory 
of the AMPAC and Sen. Everett Dirksen 
(R-U1.) dooms any action." 


Marks said lobbying practices must be 


reformed "to prevent the vested interests 
from exercising undue power over the rep- 
resentatives of the people of our nation "

will be more impressive to mankind, or 
more important for the long range explor- 
ation of space; and none will be so diffi- 
cult or expensive to accomplish." 


Just 62 words. Yet they stirred the Con- 


gress, won speedy acceptance of a moon- 
landing as a national goal that would cost 
$20 billion or more, and set in motion the 
greatest mobilization of a nation's effort 
ever seen outside wartime.

That's the advice of Dr. Ernest J. Witte, 


chief of the veterinary public health sec- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Health Depart- 
ment. It applies to all animals, including 
the appealing puppy or kitten that "just 
followed me home." 


Witte said this is the time of year when 


pksisant weather lures both youngsters 
and animals farther 
from their home 


bases, and it is a good time for parents to 
encourage their children to avoid all 
strange animals, nu matter how friendly 
they appear. 


Witte said that all rabid animals are not 


vicious, as is commonly believed. Instead, 
a frequently observed symptom of rabies 
is an "over-friendly disposition." 


Because of the ever-present danger of 


rabies. Witte emphasi/ed that every ani- 
mal bite should be regarded as potentially 
serious and called to the attention of a 
physician as soon as possible.

Rocket genius Dr. Wernher von Braun, 


father of the Saturn 5 launcher that will 
speed Apollo 11 toward the moon, had se- 
riously considered manned lunar landings 
since 1952. 


On Jan. 2,1959, the original Select House 


Space Committee issued a report quoting 
20 experts saying such a goal could be 
reached by 1968—if the nation was willing 
to pay the price. 


In July of 1960 the House Space Com- 


m i t t e e — c o n t r o l l e d by Demo- 
crats—demanded that the Republican ad- 
ministration of President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower commit the nation to placing a man 
on the moon by 1970. 


National space plans at that time includ- 


ed unmanned exploration of the moon and 
a series of one-man Mercury flights in 
earth orbit to see if man could survive 
in space. 


The fledgling space agency had on its 


drawing 
boards 
a 
plan, 
code-named 


"Apollo," to fly a three-man spaceship in 
earth orbit for up to 14 days and ultimate- 
ly to hurl it nonstop around the moon. But 
it was just, in one congressman's words, a 
"designer's dream." 


Eisenhower's advisors such as Vannevar 


Bush (who once told a congressional com- 
mittee rockets could not span the ocean), 
James Killian (who felt instruments could 
do more than man in space) and Lee 
Dubridge (now President Nixon's chief 
science advisor, and more committed now 
than then to man-in-space projects) ad- 
vised the President to adopt a go-slow pol- 
icy. 


He did, but he kept the program alive. 


In September of 1960 "Apollo" was up- 
graded to full study status, and industry 
was asked to propose ways it could be car- 
ried out. 


That was the space program Kennedy 


adopted when he took the presidency. 


Man had yet to fly in space, but on April 


12, 1961, Russia announced it had flown a 
man, 
cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin, 
once 


around the globe. He was the first man in 
space and the Soviets had chalked up an- 
other first. 


America's 
Alan B. Shepard made his 


sub- 
orbital Mercury flight 23 days later, on 
May 5, but in the interim—on April 17, just 
five days after Gagarin's flight—the Cu- 
ban Bay of Pigs invasion started and end- 
ed in disastrous, failure. 


The United States needed something that 


could capture tha imagination of the world 
and present the nation in a good light. 


Kennedy turned to space and tech- 


nology, where Russia had grabbed so 
many propaganda points. He knew the 
existing Russian arsenal of rockets was 
far more powerful than anything the 
United States possessed. So he asked his 
advisors to find a space goal where the 
two nations would have to start as equals, 
and where American technology could 
likely win. 


The experts suggested a moon landing. 


All the necessary equipment existed or 
had been designed, they said. But it 
would 
take 
rockets 
more powerful 


than either nation possessed. 


Kennedy liked the idea. Three weeks lat- 


er he started his famous May 25 speech 
with the words: "Now is the time . . . for 


this nation to take a clearly leading role in 
space achievement, which in many ways 
holds the key to our future on earth." 


Opponents of the moon goal from that 


day have criticized it bitterly as an overly 
expensive "crash program." They have 
said it takes money away from more wor- 
thy causes here on earth, that it is a spec- 
tacular more valuable for political and 
propaganda purposes than for science. 


Those who favor the program disagree 


with the critics. They point to the rapid 
technological advance the Apollo program 
has fostered, including much technology 
that 
has 
been applied 
outside 
the 


space program. They also point to the 
burning scientific interest in the moon, 
and to the potential military advantage of 
being "on the moon." 


"The perils will be successfully 
navi- 


gated. There will be footprints in the lunar 
dust," the late Hugh L. Dryden, deputy 
space agency 
administrator, 
predicted 


with confidence in 1964 as he viewed the 
almost complete plans for Apollo. 


This month his words, and Kennedy's 


goal, are put to the test of fulfilment.
